The 
scientist,, in’ searching for -know- 
ledge, cannot, allow personal con- 
victions to prejudice his judgment 
or that of his fellows. His theories 
must be supported by statements 
which are open to all who wish to 
test for themeelves, Science is, not 
a question of faith, but, of fact. |. 
Just as “what the soldier said” 
cannot be admitted as evidence in 
a Court of Law, so hearsay -evi- 
Gence and belief based upon faith 
cannot be accepted by‘any scientist. 

If my poor .attempt to sct out 
these definitions. is correct, then 
“Christian Science ” can be Chris-
